Victor Zacharias 


1941-1967 

Victor Zacharias was bom on November 22, 1941, in Rus¬ 
sia. Much of his childhood was spent travelling from Russia 
to Germany during the war. At the age of seven he came 
to Canada with his mother and two brothers. He attended 
public school for nine years, and our school for two years. 
He then left school, and went to work. He married his wife 
Gladys on September 28, 1963. After two years of happy mar¬ 
riage, the Lord blessed them with a baby girl, who gave him 
much happiness. He was taken ill in November of 1965, and 
had three difficult operations. He recovered and was able to 
work for seven months. In December, 1966, he became ill 
again. He was taken to the hospital and was called to the 
Lord on January 17, 1967. 

He is survived by his wife Gladys, his daughter Tammy 
Lynn, his parents, Mr. and Mrs. F. Unger, two brothers, John 
and Henry, and by his maternal grandmother, Mrs. Margaret 
Sawatzky.

Dieses Bildchen zeigt in kurzer Form die Geschichte der 
Westgate Absolventen. 

Wir haben einen gemeinsamen Ausgangspunkt, da wir 
alle einst dieselbe Schule besuchten. Hier sind wir, jedenfalls 
bis zu einem gewissen Grad, unter denselben Einfluss gekom- 
men. Es fragt sich nun, wie wir das uns gebotene Material 
aufgenommen und verwertet haben. Und so sehen wir in 
der bildlichen Darstellung einen Querschnitt der Fahrten ins 
Leben, von Schiilem, die Westgate verlassen haben. Es sind 
manche am Anfang etwas wacklig und ziellos; einige bleiben 
so, andere werden mit der Zeit gerade und zielbewusst; einige 
sind schmal, andere breiter und effektvoller; manche scheinen 
einen guten Anfang zu haben, werden aber weiterhin un- 
sicher oder schwacher; am auffallendsten sind jedoch die 
Fahrten, die mit der Zeit gerade, und dann auch breiter und 
starker werden. 

Das Gebiet dieser Spuren ist hier nicht festgesetzt; es kann 
das aussere, materielle sein, die geistige Entwicklung und die 
zunehmende Selbst-und Lebenserkenntnis, das geistliche Wachs- 
tum, u.a.m. Auch sonst kann man noch allerlei Schlussfol- 
gerungen ziehen: die Moglichkeiten sind so verschieden, wie 
wir verschiedene ausgetretene Studenten sind, und wie unsere 
Masstabe sich unterscheiden. 

Jedoch wollen wir nicht bei dem geschichtlichen Fortschritt 
der Absolventen ruhen, sondern vielmehr uns selbst ehrlich 
priifen: “Wie sieht meine Lebensfahrte aus: ist es eine kurze, 
krumme, die standig in Kreisen um mich selbst dreht, die 
keinen Fortschritt zeigt, oder ist es eine, die standig gerader, 
breiter und segensreicher wird?”

EROEFFNUNGSFEIER 


Am 25ten September, hatte unsere Schule ihre jahrliche 
Eroffnungsfeier. Sie fand in der Sargent Ave. Mennoniten Kirche 
statt. 

Es hatten sich in diesem Jahr einhundert und achtundzwanzig 
Studenten registriert, welches eine Zunahme von zwanzig Stu¬ 
denten ist. Alle Studenten beteiligten sich am Programm. 

Lehrer Karl Fast hatte die Leitung und begrusste die Eltern 
und Gaste, die in grosser Zahl erschienen waren. Er bat Lehrer 
Hermann Rempel um die Enleitung. Lehrer Rempel sprach iiber 
Lukas 2, 52. 

Nach einem Lied vom Schiilerchor folgte ein Bericht vom 
Vorsitzenden des Bildungsvereins, Herm Doktor Peter Enns. Er 
betonte die Wichtigkeit einer Privatschule, aber auch die 
schwierige finanzielle Situation derselben. 

Principal Wilhelm Kruger, wurde von Herm Fast der 
Versammlung vorgestellt. Lehrer Kruger kommt von Rosthern, 
Saskatchewan, wo er in den letzten Jahren im Rosthern Junior 
College unterrichtet hat. Er berichtete iiber den Stand der Schule 
und unter anderm machte er einen Vergleich zwischen dem 
Israelitischen Volk und dem, der Mennoniten. So wie Gott 
damals die Israeliten fiihrte, will er uns auch heute noch fiihren. 
In unserer modemen Zeit ist eine gute Bildung eine Notwendig- 
keit, wenn wir die Ohren anderer Menschen fur das Evangelium 
gewinnen wollen. Er sagte, dass die akademische Bildung aller 
Schulen, besonders einer Privatschule, wohl wichtig ist, aber 
noch wichtiger ist geistige und religiose Bildung als Vorbereitung 
fur den Dienst im spateren Leben. 

Alle Lehrer wurden vorgestellt und etliche.Bekanntmachungen 
gemacht. Es wurde ein Stipendium fur Jim Suderman bekannt 
gegeben. Danach richtete der President der Schiilervereinigung, 
Kurt Enns, auch noclj etliche Worte an die Versammlung. 

Gerhard Ens, der einundzwanzig Jahre Lehrer an der Gretna 
M.C.I. gewesen ist, hielt die Festansprache. Seinen Text hatte 
er aus 5. Mose 6, 20-25 gewahlt. Der Hauptvers lautete: „Wenn 
dich nun dein Sohn heute oder morgen fragen wird und sagen: 
Was sind das fur Zeugnisse, Gebote, und Rechte, die euch der 
Herr, unser Gott geboten hat? so sollst du deinem Sohn sagen 
...” Herr Ens sagte, es konne nicht genug betont werden, dass 
wir der Jugend von unserer Geschichte lehren. Denn nur durch 
Kenntnis der Geschichte konnen wir sehen wie Gott uns ge- 
fiihrt und geleitet hat. Wir sollten es nie vergessen, was Gott 
fur uns getan hat. 

Nach der Ansprache folgte eine Einladung zu einem Imbiss 
im Kellerraum. Altester Gerhard Lohrenz, machte Schlussbe- 
merkungen und schloss die Versammlung mit Gebet.

I feel honoured and grateful to write a few lines for this 
yearbook, marking as it does the ninth year of the existence 
of our school. I would like to express a sincere thank-you to 
all who have helped in making this possible — students, 
teachers, custodians, members of the school board, the Men- 
nonite Educational Society, the Ladies’ Auxiliary, the various 
churches as well as the Mennonite constituency in general. 
We have come a long way from the two classrooms on Notre 
Dame and Alverstone, but much needs to be done if Westgate 
is to persevere. 

In this country we are very fortunate to have a free edu¬ 
cational system of a high standard available to all who are 
willing and able to leant, without regard to race, creed, or 
color of skin. Parochial schools therefore have a high standard 
to meet if their standard of education is to come up to that 
of the public schools, and in addition, offers its students the 
extras to warrant their existence. We are deeply Conscious 
of the many deficiencies of our present building and this will 
become an increasingly urgent problem for the board to solve. 

I am confident that at Westgate we will not become com¬ 
placent about the need of a constant endeavor to improve 
the educational standard and the school atmosphere, and 
thus give our students at least as good a foundation in the 
subjects prescribed by the Department of Education, as they 
would get in the public schools, in addition to the extras of 
religion, Mennonite history, and the German language and 
literature. 


Finally, I hope Westgate will contribute in some measure 
to better equip our graduates to make decisions and choices 
in later life and to their never losing sight of the true goal 
in life as it is so beautifully expressed by Goethe: 

“Keine Feme macht dich schwierig, 

Kommst geflogen und gebannt 
Und zuletzt des Lichts begierig, 

Bist du Schmetterling verbannt. 

Und so lang du das nicht hast, 

Dieses: Stirb und werde! 

Bist du nur ein triiber Gast
